This communication is responsive to the office action dated June 3, 2003. 

In response to the restriction requirement, applicants elect Group I (claims 1-7 and 9-11), 
with traverse. With respect to the election of a subgroup, applicants elect Group A (claims 1-7 
and 9-11 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound, which inhibits or 
interferes with VEGF/VEGF), Group i) (drawn to a small molecular weight substance), and 
Groups a) (SEQ ID NO.60) and b) ((4-chlorophenyl)[4-(4-pyridylmethyl)-phthalazin-l- 
yljammonium hydrogen succinate).
